CLAIM GAS TAX 
IS NOT VALID 


Bus Lines Bring Suit 
In Washington; La. 
Receipts Grow 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 19 (U. T. P. 
S.).—An attack on the 2-cent state 
gasoline tax as being unconstitu- 
tional was made in Federal court 
by W. R. Crawford, attorney of 
Seattle, Wash., when he filed a suit 
for several motor freight and pas- 
senger lines, asking that W. G. 
i’olts, state treasurer, be restrained 
from further collection of the tax. 
The complaint charges that the 
state treasurer has collected, py 
reason of the tax and therefore il- 
legally, $2,500,000 from Washing- 
ton motorists since January 12, 
1925. 

However, the automotive legisla- 
tive council, composed of a repre- 
sentative number connected with 
the trade, has placed its approval 
on the 2-cent tax and will recom- 
mend to the coming Legislature a 
3-cent gas tax, if a corresponding 
reduction will be made in the 
motor vehicle license fees.

HIT BY TAXES 


Low Fares of Europe 
Not Yet Possible 
Here, Says Cloud 


HICAGO, Oct. 19.—Taxes 
collected beyond the 
needs of the Federal govern- 
ment are preventing the 
American public from enjoy- 
ing the use of taxicabs to the 
same extent as do the citizens 


;of European countries. 


This is the opinion of W. W. 
Cloud, president of the National 
Association of Taxicab Owners, 
who has just returned from an ex- 
tended trip abroad for the purpose 
of gleaning information that, might 
be of use to American taxicab com- 
panies, 

“The first thing that impresses 
an American upon landing on for- 
eign soil the extent to which 
Europeans use taxicabs in prefer- 
ence to other forms of transporta- 
tion,”’ explained Mr. Cloud. ‘With 
an exceedingly large class of peo- 
ple the hailing of a taxi is done as 
matter of course, and with no 
thought than one would give 
to the stopping of a street car. 

“This because the cabmen 

there have been able to make 
comparatively lower rates to 
their passengers than has been 
possible in the United States. 
Here the forward looking taxicab 
companies have consistently 
lowered their rates in order to 
ect volume of business and make 
their machines available for an 
ever widening circle of the pub- 
lic. But at present this policy 
is severely checked by the tax 
situation, which really makes a 
further reduction in fares impos- 
sible.

Free 90-Day Service 


Given at Owner’s Home 





EVERAL Eastern Ford dealers have been trying out a 
“Free Home Service” plan involving a special car and 
a service man detailed to the work. In some instances it 


has proved decidedly successful, 


both where the Ford 


dealer had a service station so small it was desirable to 


do all free, or “policy,” 


work outside, to leave room on the 


floor for paying jobs, and where the idea was worked out 


as an advertising feature.
